— Weekly payments of wages for labor is a 
subject under discussion by the Legislature in 
the House. 

— By order of the Secretary of the Navy, 450 
marines left New York on Tuesday by the 
steamer Acapulco for Aspinwall, to take a band 
in the exciting occurrences on the Isthmus. 

— Lansing Millis, for whom was named the 
new town of Millis, just set off irom Medway, 
and for many years identified with the Centra 
Vermont Railroad, died suddenly on Monday 
evening at bis home in the new town, the disease 
being neuralgia of the heart. 

— Peace has finally been concluded between 
China and France. 

— M. Brisson is the new premier of the gov- 
ernment of France. He signalized his accession 
to office by announcing In the Chamber of Dep: 
uties that the new ministry would insist on the 
treaty rights of France in Tonquin and Annam, 
by amicable negotiations it possible, but by 
force of arms if necessary. 

— The ocean steamer Germanic, of the White

— A bill has been reported to the Legislature 
to amend the charter of the city of Boston. 

— The opening of the Soldiers’ Home Carniva 
in this city, on Tuesday evening, proved to be a 
brilliant affair, ex-Gov. Long, Gov. Robinson 
and Mayor O’Brien mating brief and pertinent 
speeches. The Ancient and Houorable Artillery 
Company took part in the proceedings. 

— The New England Kennel Club opened its 
first bench show in Music Hall, in Boston, on 
Tuesday. There were 625 entries listed, and 
prizes were awarded in the evening. 

— Thomas Lechford was the first lawyer who 
practised in Boston, about the year 1640, and he 
left a note book which is expected to throw much 
light on the affairs of Boston at that date. 

—The American defalcator on the Pacific coast 
takes refuge in Victoria, British Colambia; on 
the Atlantic coast he flees to Toronto. 

—It issaid that amore beautiful farming 
country does not exist than that along the south:

— The Treasury reserve has reached $151,000 
and the pension payments for the quarter have 
all been met. and it is thonght that ther cal 
of bonds will shortly be in order.

No mails 
were received at Halifax from Montreal for four 
days. Five hundred head of cattle, snowed up 
north of Monckton, were suffering on Sunday 
for want of food and water. 

—The Delaware peach growers are almost 
unanimous in saying that there wfll be an aver- 
age crop of the fruit this year, provided there are 
no severe late frosts. 

—The Chinese minister at Berlin has replied 
to intimations of peace from the French govern™ 
ment that China never would have the indem- 
nity demanded by France for the affair at Lang- 
son. 

— The Marquis of Hartington stated in the 
British Hoase of Commons that the tote! num- 
ber of troops in the regular army is now 184,200 
while the volunteer force numbers 208,000 men 

— Instraction in mechanical trades has been 
introduced in the Maine State Reform School at 
Cape Elizabeth, and has enlisted the interest of 
many of the boys who have made very good 
progress under it.
